The possibility of constructing a 
competition-sized swimming pool 
at the Glades campus of Palm 
Beach Junior College was 
discussed Monday night by the 
Belle Glade City Commissioners 
and PBJC officials. 

Dr. Harold Manor, president of 
PBJC and Dr. Edward Eissey, 
president-elect, along with local 
campus official Dr. Cecil Conerly, 
told the commission they wished 
the Glades campus to become a 
focal point of the community. 

In keeping with this, he said, 
the college could donate the 
property for'the pool to the city, 
then lease it back at a token price. 

Dr. Eissey said the pool would 
be open year-round and open to 
the public, local schools, and 
others.

With the granting of a permanent operating permit to the 
city in the works, a building ‘‘boom’’ was predicted a few 
weeks ago on this page. 3 

It would appear from recent events the first phase of that 
boom is already on the boards. 

Last week, local contractor Bill Acree voiced his plans to the 
City Commission on the construction of a 250-unit mobile 
home park on SR 715 near SR 80. 

He was hopeful the first phase, 96 spaces, could be ready 
within 120 days. It is hoped this tentative deadline can be 
met. 

The park will accomplish two major goals for the city...an 
area to which non-conforming mobile homes can be moved 
and a short-term relief to the city's housing problem. 

The city has had problems in the past with mobile homes 
being parked in areas in violation of city ordinances. But 
despite city efforts to find a suitable location for a mobile 


home park, the simple fact is there was nowhere else for them 


to go. ^ 

With the creation of the mobile home park, trailers that 
are now in violation will have a place to go and local property 
owners will benefit by their removal. 

Housing has been a need for years and although steps have 
been taken to relieve this need, it's a problem with no 
short-term answer. Mobile homes will provide part of the 
answer in that they are instantly livable and can be set up 
within a matter of honra 

They also have the added benefit of being within the price 
range of large numbers of buyers. 

Both the city commission and Acree should be commended 
for quickly reaching an agreement on the impact fees in order 
to allow this important project to proceed as rapidly as 
possible.

Son of Sam... 


So the ‘‘Son of Sam’’ has been caught and all New Yorkers 
can rest in peace. That's the indication from press interviews 
with police detectives and the public in New York. 

But no one can safely say there's not someone else loose on 
the streets of New York or elsewhere in the county who is 
equally as dangerous as David Berkowitz, 24, known as ‘‘Son 
of Sam'' and the ‘‘.44 cal. killer”, who fatally shot down sev- 
en victims, attractive young women in parked cars, and 
wounded others. ' 

One of the detectives on the case said that he expects to see 
an increase in the number of parking couples in the city fol- 
lowing the capture of the feared killer. 

There are too many known and unknown assailants freely 
roaming the streets and too many murders already reported 
this year to brush aside the danger element simply because 
one oütlandish killer has been arrested. People still need to 
stay on their guard and avoids'secluded spots where such acts 
are like to occur. 

Charles Manson and his clan committed extremely brutal 
murders in California. When Manson was-caught the public 
breathed wsigh of relief, just as the public is doing now. But 
Manson was not the end of tragedy. A new episode developed 
in New York, a year-long episode of killing after killing. 

It is great that the ‘‘Son of Sam'' was caught and an un- 
known number of future victims were saved from his attacks. 
but the public should not dismiss all hostility because of his

* Water, sewage rates 


rising in South Bay 


SOUTH BAY-Rates for water and 
sewer will rise in South Bay 
during the next fiscal year, but 
the city commission has voted to 
retain the millage rate at its 
present level of $9.59 of each 
$1,000 assessed valuation. 

The water and sewer increases 
were voted so that a $1 million 
loan from the Farmers Home 
Administration can be paid off. 
The loan was given for water and 
sewer improvements. 

The minimum sewer rate will 
increase from $4 to $4.32 per 
month and minimum usage was 
increased from 2,000 gallons to 
3,000 gallons. 

Water rates for residents were 
increased from $4.50 per month.to 
$6.25 and commercial rates, based 
on sewage use, have been 
increased from 90 to 150 percent. 


The new rates 
effective in October. 

The county property appraiser 
recommended a millage rate of 
8.6, which would have brought the 
city $137,000 in revenue, the same

amount earned last year. But the’ 


commission voted to retain the 
9.59 mill rate and noted the 
additional revenues gained from 
Property taxes could also be used 
to pay off the FHA loan. 

No date has been set for public 
hearings on the tax rate and the 
budget is still being worked on by

Grigsby, according to City Clerk 
Virginia Walker. 

The budget, she said, is expect-

Congress has good news for 
growers forced to borrow disaster 
relief money because of last 
winter's freeze and this spring's 
drought-the interest rate is going 
to be lower. 

"The Small Business Adminis- 
tration and the Farmers Home 
Administration are lowering in- 
terest rates for loans made 
necessary by both the drought 
and the freeze as-a result of 
legislation the President signed 
last week,” according to Sen. 
Lawton Chiles, D-Fla. 

Childes said the Farmers Home 
Administration interest rate will 
be three’ percent instead of five 
percent for the first $250,000 
borrowed. The old five percent 
rate remains in effect for all over 
that. amount. 

The Small Business Administra- 
tion (SBA), Chiles said, will 
charge three percent instead of 6 
5/8 percent for the first $250,000 
borrowed under its program. The 
old 6 5/8 percent interest rate will 
remain in effect for all over that 
amount. 

“Both the FHA and the SBA 
have assured me that they will 
contact borrowers and refund any 
overpayment either by crediting 
accounts or by issuing checks,” 
Chiles said. 

"The SBA and the FHA have 
made hundreds of millions of 
dollars in loans in the period 
covered by the legislation so it 
will take them a little time to get 
the machinery geared to crediting 
the accounts or issuing the 
checks,” the Senator added. 

The legislation is retroactive. It 
covers all disastérs declared from 
July 1, 1976 until October 1, 1978.

PAHOKEE-Glades . Correctional 
Institution Superintendent . Bob 
Turner has a philosophy about the 
prison system. To get along with 
“ole grouchy Turner”, he said, all 
the prisoners have to do is 1) 
behave perfectly and 2) report to 
work each day. He said that for 
years, the work ethic was absent 
at GCI but, since his step up to 
Superintendent 'in July, 1976, 
Turner has returned to the re- 
quirement that all prisohers who 
are able are expected to exert a 
réssonable work effort. 

Turner also told members of the 
Pahokee Rotary Club Thursday at 
noon that his desire is to return 
prisoners to society in a better 
state than when they got there and 
to keep them from returning to 
prison again. 

Turner has an extensive back- 
ground in correction, having’ 
worked in the State prison system 
for over 25 years. He was Assis- 
tant Superintendent at GCI for 
several years before stepping up to 
the position of Superintendent. 

With presently crowded facili- 
ties, improvement and expansions 
are underway at GCI. Turner said 
3T'A square feet of living area is 
provided for each man in the insti- 
tution, the prisoners being housed 
in four dormitories on the grounds. 

Under construction now is a new 
dormitory -which will up the 
housing capacity to 1000 inmates. 
The institution presently has a 
load of around 808 prisoners. 

In a yoar, he said, GCI should 
have a mew canning and food 
processing plant as part of their 
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Prisoners expected ^ 
to behave and work

extensive agricultural program. 
Turner said that GCI actually 
reduces the operating costs 
other Florida prisons throu; 
agricultural operations. ism 
major food producer, using their 
own labor ‘to grow, can and sell 
crops to other institutions.

on their land, provides most of t! 
beef for the other prisons in the 
southern part of Florida, he noted. 

GCI also has a vocational train- 
ing pi that will, hopefully, 
make the inmates more trained 
than when they entered the insti- 
tution. 

"We've done a 
beefing up security," Turner said, 
which apparently is needed. 
said the GCI has a "remarkable 
record of having more escapes per 
capita than any other prison in 
Florida." But "I'd like to reassure 
you that we're doing our very 
best," he told the Rotarians, "to 
have the same number of people 
there this afternoon as we did tl 
morning." Y 

One of the drawbacks of GCI, 
Turner said, is that the facilities 
are old and they were never built, 
for security purposes. In addition, 
Turner said he had an education 
job to do in making the staff 
security-minded. 4 

For security purposes, the pri- 
son is surrounded by an electronic 


surveillance system with armed. 


guards patroling on the outside. Of 
the 808 prisoners at GCI, Turner. 
said less than 400 of them would 
try to scape and for an additional 
200, it would be beneficial to “keep 
a pretty close guard on.”

“You just lose the kit,” the men 
said, the model kit consisting of the 
wooden body which they asemble.

They have 
lost 20 through crashes, since the 
first flying expedition in Novem- 
ber, 1976.

The Pahokee club 
even records on paper each plane 
that is flown, its pilot, date of crash 
and reason for crash. 

It doesn't look like an easy feat 
to control one of the model planes 
with the expertise that these pilots 
exhibit, and reasonably so, because 
“it’s not easy.
